SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This week our reflection will be on the 
cruciform shape of the font. A cruciform shaped 
font becomes a reminder to all of us the cross of 
Christ and it implications of it in our lives. It 
draws us into the heart of the paschal mystery 
the life, suffering, death and rising of Christ to 
new life. 

St. Paul in his letter to the Galatians 6.14, 17 
speaks of the glories of the cross of Christ: 

"May I never boast of anything but the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by which the world has 
been crucified to me, and I to the world.. ..I 
carry marks of Jesus branded on my body". 

The early church Fathers speak of the strong 
connection that the cross of Christ has to our 
own baptism. Cyril of Jerusalem in his 


Mystagogical Catechesis provides a parallel 
between baptism and the cross: "Having striped 
yourselves, you were naked; by doing so, you 
also imitated Christ who was naked on the 
cross. St. Chrysostom said, "Baptism is a cross. 
What the cross was to Christ and his burial was, 
that baptism is to us". 

The baptismal font that we are currently 
designing takes the form of the cross. Again 
reminding us of the importance of the cross of 
Christ in our lives that leads us over the waters 
of baptism where we die to sin are buried with 
Christ, so as to rise with Christ in new life. 

There seems to be four basic locations for the 
font, near the entrance or in the narthex, in a 
separate baptistry, in the midst of the assembly 
or in the sight line of the altar and ambo. The 
location of our font will be near the entrance of 
the Church as it is now. As part of the 
renovation of the church in 1998, the floor was 
reinforced to hold a substantial font where the 
immersion of infants and adults would be 
possible, keeping in line with the theology of 
baptism and the Bishop's document "Built of 
Living Stones". 

The font being located near the entrance of 
our Church signifies that baptism is the 
sacrament of entry for us. By placing the font 
near the entrance of the church strongly 
emphasizes the relationship between the font 
and the altar, without access to the font there is 
no access to the altar. The altar then becomes 
for us the destination of our journey each week 
that, again, begins at the font. 

Next week I will move our discussion 
of the font and baptistry to that of the 
Reservation of the Blessed Sacrament and the 
Location of the Tabernacle.
